Krajewski recognized with national Lifetime Achievement award 


Chris Krajewski of 
Petoskey will be honored 
with a 2023 Purple Ribbon 
Award for Lifetime 
Achievement through Do- 
mesticShelters.org; she is 
the Domestic Abuse and 
Sexual Assault Program Di- 
rector with Women’s Re- 
source Center of Northern 
Michigan (WRCNM). The 
national recognition pro- 
gram honors leaders and 
achievers in the domestic 
violence movement, includ- 
ing advocates, programs, 
shelters and survivors. The 
awards ceremony will be 
held virtually in May. 

Since joining WRCNM in 
1987, Krajewski has been 
dedicated to the work of 
supporting, respecting and 
empowering survivors. 
Much of her focus involves 
awareness-raising, educa-

tion and prevention of gen- 
der-based violence through 
community partners, task 
force groups, speaking en- 
gagements and professional 
training presentations for 
law enforcement, prosecu- 
tors and medical personnel. 


Under her guidance, 
WRCNM expanded and en- 
hanced numerous services 
that center on the unique 
needs of survivors while ac- 
knowledging the societal in- 
fluences working against 
them. She currently over- 
sees 25+ program staff pro-

The Fickle Fungus and how Io Find it 


Morels are often de- 
scribed as the “steak” of 
the mushroom world, a 
delicacy hidden among last 
autumn’s remaining dried 
leaves and the bright green 
mossy cover of early 
spring. While mouthwa- 
teringly delicious, this 
most sought after tidbit 
can be difficult to find, to 
say the least. 

We have some helpful 
hints for those wishing to 
seek out this coveted treat, 
and believe me, you’ll need 
them! Mushroom picking 
spots are nearly sacred in 
our neck of the woods and 
no one is about to give up 
their GPS coordinates and 
risk missing out on one sa- 
vory morsel. 

Morel Mushroom Hunt- 
ing Tips & Tricks 

Morel mushroom hunt- 
ing in Michigan can bea 
great way to spend a day or 
even a weekend. But it’s 
important to dress appro- 
priately, know what to look

for, and be aware of your 
surroundings. 

To that end, here are 
some helpful morel hunt- 
ing tips: 

Don’t trespass. There’s 
plenty of public land that 
you can search on, so avoid 
private property. 
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Dress appropriately. If 
you’re walking in the 
woods, boots are a must- 
have. 

Carry a compass or GPS. 
It can be helpful in unfa- 
miliar areas. 

Know what to look for. 
False morels do exist, so 


get a wild mushroom iden- 
tification book before you 
go hunting. 

Pick morels correctly. Be 
sure to cut or pinch the 
stem at ground level. 

Watch out for ticks. 
Yow’re looking for morels, 
but you don’t want to take 
home uninvited guests. 

Where: Look in sandy 
soil, near tall trees—typi- 
cally elm, ash and poplar 
trees, sometimes fruit trees 
(old orchards are awe- 
some), and sometimes 
under pines. The Pigeon 
River Country State Forest 
is prime hunting ground 
for morel seekers. Large 
burn sites in forested areas 
are ideal for morel mush- 
room hunting, especially 
in burned areas where 
jack, white or red pine 
once grew. Grassy and 
other non forest areas are 
not as likely to produce 
morels. We have put to- 
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of gifts beyond her educa- 
tion and training.

It was painful to witness 
MS slowly rob him of his 
vitality and mobility while 
his mind was still sharp 
and his need for independ- 
ence was unlimited.

The 8th Annual Walk 
for Autism Acceptance 
was held at Veterans Park 
in Boyne City. The walk is 
to raise understanding 
and acceptance, support 
screening and interven- 
tion, advance research, 
create breakthroughs, and 
help the transition into 
adulthood for those living 
with autism. 

With the pandemic put- 
ting things on hold, it was 
the first year back in ac- 
tion walking for autism 
acceptance and the time 
away did not diminish the 
efforts of North Country 
Community Health. This 
year was the largest 
turnout yet and with con- 
tinued support from sur- 
rounding communities, 
future walks will grow in 
numbers. 

Starting at the pavilion 
in Veterans Park, people 
of all ages and back- 
grounds walked along the 


waterfront and looped 
back to the park. The 
event was hard to miss if 
you were driving on Lake 
Street as the stretch of 
supporters walking filled 
the entire sidewalk. Span- 
ning from the Lake Street 
stoplight down to Veter- 
ans Park, the support for 
Autism acceptance could 
be seen. 

Formerly called the 
Autism Awareness Walk, 
North Country Commu- 
nity Health decided to re- 
name the walk, changing 
only one keyword - 
Awareness. 

Not only to raise aware- 
ness, NCCH looks for the 
community to accept 
those with autism and 
their families —- now 
named the Autism Ac- 
ceptance Walk. 

Acceptance comes in 
many forms, however, one 
of the most important 
ways is consideration. We 
must consider that people 
with autism have different 
needs. Not only to ac- 


knowledge it, but act on it. 
Community members 
must consider altering an 
environment or experi- 
ence to allow inclusion for 
all. This inclusion is im- 
portant to ensure each in- 
dividual living with 
autism knows they hold 
just as much importance 
and value as every other 
person. 

A wonderful example of 
this inclusion is from the 
event itself. At each walk, 
there is a quiet space that 
can be used as a safe out- 
let for someone living 
with autism or their fam- 
ily. This space is vital 
when a person with 
autism gets overwhelmed 
or needs a secluded place 
to decompress. 

If someone with autism 
can’t manage the sensory 
overload, bolting is a 
scary reality many fami- 
lies face. Nearly half of 
those living with autism 
will wander or bolt from 
safety. Bodies of water are 
a worry for any parent,

AutismBC 
shares the following posi- 
tive aspects of living with 
autism or having a loved 
one diagnosed with 
autism- planning and 
sorting skills, pattern 
recognition, a strong 
sense of justice, hyper- 
lexia, critical thinking 
skills, creative expres- 
sion, and much more. 

Autism is not limited 
to an ethnic or socioeco- 
nomic group so an active 
and ongoing process must 
happen in hopes of bridg- 
ing the gap between the 
unknown and where you 
stand. To accept means to 
understand, and to under- 
stand means to learn. 
Learning takes time and 
work, so many are still 
uninformed on the topic. I 
urge you to educate your- 
self on Autism Spectrum 
Disorder and how you can 
be considerate of the 
needs others have.

The Veteran of 
the month of May 
2023 is Paul Noble 
Wilkins. 


Born November 26, 1923 
in Detroit Michigan to par- 
ents Joseph Pearl and Edna 
Palmer Wilkins. The fam- 
ily would move to East Jor- 
dan Michigan in 1985 
where Paul would continue 
his education with the East 
Jordan School system 
through the 11th grade. 
While still in school and 
being of age, he registered 
for the World War II draft 
on June 3, 1942. Paul would 
drop out of school and on 
March 11, 1943, he enlisted 
into the United States 
Army. After his basic Mili- 
tary Training, he would be 
placed in a Field Artillery 
Unit, and sent to the Euro- 
pean Theater of Operations 
for combat duty. Joe and 
Edna were devastated 
when notified that their 
son had been killed in ac- 
tion on October 22, 1944 
while serving in France. 

As Paul being their only 
child, Joe, being a WWI 
Veteran, along with Edna, 
would faithfully serve the 
Veterans community by 
their continued member- 
ship with the Rebec-Hosler- 
Sweet Post #227 of the 
American Legion and Aux- 
iliary. Joe would serve as 
night patrolman, and prior
